Worried Over 
What World 
Will Think

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


man who shot Negro leader 
James H. Meredith hi the back 
from ambush on a Mississippi 
highway let loose more than he 
could imagine. 


Enemies and critics of the 


United States can hold up this 
shooting as a symbol of "Ameri- 
can barbarism" before the 
world, which still remembers 
President John F. Kennedy was 
shot in the back. 


They can say with truth a Ne- 


gro's life is not safe in America 
if he tries to walk down a coun- 
try road peacefully, even when 
escorted by white friends, as the 
32-year-old Meredith was. 


The greatest irony behind his 


wounding lay in proving the 
very thing he had sought to dis- 
prove on his 225-mile march 
.from Memphis, Tenn., to Jack- 


son in the heart of his native 
Mississippi. 


He had told newsmen before 


starting out one of the two rea- 
sons for his trip was to help Ne- 
groes, including himself, con- 
quer the fear they feel while 
living or traveling in Missis- 
sippi. His other reason was to 
encourage Negroes to vote. 


At the same time this wanton 


act of violence may be used as a 
handy excuse for passionate or 
extremist Negroes to r e taliate 
with violence of their own in 
North or South in the days 
ahead, individually or in mobs. 


This crime against Meredith 


gives unexpected and tremen- 
dous sunport to President John- 
son's recent request for n e w 
egislation in the field of justice 
to protect the rights of Negroes 
and Hvil rights workers. 


"What gain is there," 
the 


President said in asking Con- 
gress to approve his proposals, 
"for either conscience or coun- 
try if we proudly affirm human 
rights and then permit those 
rights to be swept aside by law- 
less fanatics?" 


Hs said: "Perhaps the most 


evident threat to civil rights in 
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1966 is the danger that recently 
secured rights may be violently 
denied by a relatively few racial 
fanatics. 


"Citizens who honor the law 


and who tolerate orderly change 
— a majority in every part of 
the 
country — have 
been 


shocked by attacks on innocent 
men and women who sought no 
more than justice for all Ameri- 
cans. 


Medicare 
May Become 
a Liability

WASHINGTON (AP) - Medi- 


care, rated as one of President 
Johnson's 
major 
political 


triumphs, could turn into a 1966 
plitical liability if the 
vast 


health insurance plan gets off to 
a limping start July 1. 


"The President is very much 


concerned over what's going to 
happen," reported one source 
familiar with the preparedness 
planning. 


'•The reaction could be bad if 


there is a jam in the hospitals, 
or inability in some areas to 
provide all the promised serv- 
ices, or a shortage of partici- 
pating hospitals in t h e South 
because of noncompliance with 
the civil rights rules," 
the 


source said. 


"And 
the timing is lousy, at 


this stage in a congressional 
election year." 


To smooth medicare's take- 


off, the White House has invited 
200 leading physicians and hos- 
pital administrators, represent- 
ing every state, to a conference 
here next Wednesday. 


Johnson is expected to appeal 


for cooperation in conserving 
hospital space a n d medical 
services, 
preventing 
abuses, 


encuraging 
compliance 
with 


civil rights requirements and 
promoting better 
understand- 


ing of what the law does and 
does not do. 


Government officials and hos- 


pital administrators are con- 
cerned that many of the 19 mil- 
lion elderly Americans entitled 
to hospital benefits expect more 
than the law actually provides 
— and may react angrily if 
their expectations are not met. 


The 
government 
does not 


guarantee a hospital bed or vis- 
iting-nurse service. Nor dqes it 
guarantee, in the case of theN 
optional 
doctor-bill insurance 


costing $3 a month, the availa- 
bility of doctors. 


The gvernment has merely 


undertaken to pay most of the 
bill. 


Officials 
anticipate 
an 
in- 


crease of not more than 5 per 
cent in hospital usage nation- 
wide. But government spokes- 
men admit the bulge could be 
greater in some areas and that 
any increase would create a 
critical problem in the cities 
where medical failities already 
are overloaded.

Hoffa Moves 
to Slap Down 
Any Opposition

James R. Hoffa moved today to 
crush the bid of Vice President 
Harold Gibbons to grab the 
reins of the giant union if Hoffa 
goes to prison. 


The 
twice-convicted 
Hoffa 


predicted Gibbons will drop his 
plan to run for the new post of 
executive vice president at the 
union's July 4 convention In 
Miami Beach. 


"He won't even run," Hoffa 


told a newsman. "I'd be the 
most amazed man in the world 
if he did." Earlier, Hoffa had 
said "I doubt if he gets 175 
votes" at the convention. 


Convention delegates, who are 


sure to re-elect Hoffa to another 
five-year term, will have 2,200 
votes. 


But whoever wins the execu-' 


tive vice presidency could wind 
up running the 1.7-million-mem- 
ber union — the world's largest.

Pilkinton 
Pledges He'll 
Work at Job 


James H. Pilkinton, former 


chancellor of the 6th Judicial 
District, opened his state cam- 
paign 
headquarters Saturday 


at 123 W. Mafkham Little Rock 
with a pledge that if elected, he 
will be a "working lieutenant 
governor" and not a "playboy 
or greeter". 


Pilkinton leased his headquar- 


ters until after the general elec- 
tion in November, offering the 
space after the primaries as a 
Democratic State Headquarters. 


He charged that Republican 


Winthrop Rockefeller "handpick- 
ed" Maurice "Footsie" Britt, 
the Republician nominee. 


Pilkinton said Britt was with- 


out experience on any govern- 
mental level, either state or lo- 
cal, and suggested that it would 
be unfair to Britt to elect him 
to such an important office. 


'•Like the vice-president, the 


lieutenant governor is only a 
heartbeat away from being gov- 
ernor," expalined Pilkinton, re- 
ferring to his own background 
as a former state senator and 
his service on the bench. 


He said thinking people will 


agree with him that he is t h e 
best qualified candidate on eith- 
er the Democratic or Republi- 
can ticket. 


He is campaigning on the slo- 


gan, 
"Ask Any Lawyer!" 


One of the other candidates 


said the other day that the lieu- 
tenant governor didn't need any 
qualifications, but "I disagree" 
Pilkinton said. 


Apparently some people would 


like to be elected so they can 
attend all the parties and con- 
ventions and have a good time 
at the state's expense, Pilkin- 
ton said. 


The state needs a solid, ma- 


ture, 
experienced 
man who 


could preside over the Senate 
efficiently, he continued, and 
serve as governor as the occa- 
sion should rise. 


Pilkinton said he would use 


the appropriation to the lieuten- 
ant governor's office to research 
laws and aid the 
legislature 


whenever possible. 


He added that he would not 


attempt to usurp the governor's 
authority as some other candi- 
dates have implied that they 
would. 


"There is so much construc- 


tive that a qualified lieutenant 
governor could do for the state 
in addition to his routine duties," 
he said, such as careful study 
towards -.revision of 
hospital, 


health and accident insurance 
laws. 


"What som e'fly by night' - 


companies do, particularly to 
the elderly because of the com- 
ing of Medicare, is a shame and 
disgrace," Pilkinton asserted. 


He predicted that the legisla- 


ture will want to do something 
about this in the 1967 General 
Assembly. 


His campaign 
headquarters 


passed out copies of a letter ad- 
dressed to: "Dear Fellow Offic- 
ial" urging support for Pilkin- 
ton and signed by Jimmie Grif- 
fin, Sheriff and Collector; Mrs. 
J. D. (Dick) Turnage, County 
Clerk; Jim Cole, Circuit and 
Chancery Clerk; Harry Haw- 
thorne, Treasurer, and Carter 
Sutton, Assessor, all of Hemp- 
stead County. 


Pilkinton was born at Hopej 


in 1914 and attended Hempstead 
County public schools. He was 
graduated from Henderson State 
Teachers College with a B. A. 
degree in 1936 and attended Ar- 
kansas law school in Little Rock. 
He was admitted to practice in 
1937. 


Pilkinton served in the Navy 


during World War H and later 
retired as a reserve officer. 


He was the first president of 


the Hempstead County Indus- 
trial Development Corp., and 
now serves as president of the 
Hope school board, 


He has also served on the 


board of directors of the Hope 
Kiwanis Club and was modera- 
tor of the Presbyterian Synod 
of Arkansas, presently serving 
as clerk of the session of the 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Hope. 


He was instrumental in res- 


toration of historical Washing- 
ton, Arkansas, (site of the state 
capitol in the civil war) and is 
president of the Pioneer Washing 
Ion Restoration Foundation. 


He is an active member of 


the State Democratic Party and 
was chairman of Arkansas De- 
mocrats i'or Johnson during the 
1964 presidential campaign. 


Pilkinton is also a member 


of 
the American, Arkansas, 


Soijthwest Arkansas and Hemp- 
stead County Bar Associations. 


He served as state senator 


from the old 9th Senatorial Dis- 
trict from 1939 to 1941 and as 
prosecuting attorney from the 
8th Judicial District from 1947 
to W51. He was chancellor of 
the 6th district from 1951 to 
1961, 
and presently serves as 


city attorney at Hope. 


Pilkinton is married to the 


former Marquerite Grumpier of 
Smackover. They have two chil- 
dren, Term Louise, 21, a senior 
at the University of Arkansas, 
and James H. Pilkinton, 17, a 
1966 graduate of Hope H i g h 
School.

This is Frank Robinson's first 


year in the American League, 
and already he's starting a sec- 
ond season. 


The Baltimore slugger began 


the second week of his new sea- 
son Tuesday night, driving in 
the winning run with his fourth 
hit of the game as the Orioles 
edged Washington 6-5 in 12 in- 
nings. 


Robinson, acquired from Cin- 


cinnati 
in baseball's biggest 


winter deal, began his first year 
in the AL explosively, getting 
nearlv as many hits as outs and 
rocketing to a' .474 average by 
April 29. But one month and a 
steady drop later, Robinson was 
hitting .308. 


A shoulder injury and a pulled 


muscle in his right leg were be- 
lieved at least partly responsi- 
ble for the slide, so Robinson 
was given a rest. 


Now that he's returned to the 


line-up, it's as if he's starting 
the season all over. 


The 30-year-old right fielder 


sat out the second game of a 
doubleheader May 30, then bat- 
ted only twice the next day and 
pinch hit theday after that. He 
rested for another whole game 
before getting back into fulltime 
action, and now his record re- 
sembles that of the first few 
weeks. 


In his last 25 times at bat,

Gibbons reportedly reached 


his decision after a series of 
secret meetings with top Team- 
sters officials across the coun- 
try. "It means plenty of fire- 
works for sure" at the union's 
July 4 convention in Miami 
Beach, Fla., the source said. 
"Hoffa wont like it." 


Hoffa, 53, although facing 13 


years in prison for jury tamper- 
ing and mail fraud, is consid- 
ered a cinch for election to a 
third 5-year term. 


But a major fight is certain if 


Gibbons goes .through with his 
plan to oppose Hoffa's choice of 
his old Detroit friend, Fitzsim- 
mons, to be his stand in. Hoffa 
got his start in the union in De- FRECKLES 
troit. 


Hoffa had expected no opposi- 


tion to Fitzsimmons, sources 
said. 


Gibbons, whose base of power 


is in St. Louis, Mo., has wide- 
spread support from Teamsters 
officials around the country, one 
source said. 


The 
development 
renewed 


within the union that followed 
high-level anti-Hoffa rumblings 
Hoffa's two 1964, convictions In 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and Chica- 
go. 


After the Supreme Court last 


Jan. 31 agreed to review his 
jury tampering conviction, pres- 
sure on Hoffa from other high 
Teamsters officials appeared to 
ease. 


The 
claim 
of 
widespread 


backing for Gibbons indicated 
Hoffa's opposition had only gone 
underground for a while. 


Gibbons and Hoffa split after 


a bitter argument over closing 
of the Teamsters' Washington 
headquarters on the day 
of 


President John F 
Kennedy's 


funeral in 1963. 


Hoffa 
considered 
Kennedy 


and his brother, former Atty 
Gen. Robert F Kennedy as en- 
emies because of the govern- 
ment's all-out prosecutions that 


led to his two convictions. 


Hoffa reportedly w a s irated 


when he found Gibbons had or- 
dered the union headquarters 
closed. Sources said at the time 
the incident merely culminated 
a long series of personal griev- 
ances which led to the walkout 
of Gibbons and several of his 
aides .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson tried to play it 
cool while critics of the Viet 
Nam war raised the temper- 
ature and now opinion polls in- 
dicate a dwindling confidence in 
the way he handles his job. 


there are othe reasons 
for 


what seems to be a growing dis- 
enchantment. 


But the poll results must be 


disturbing to a man who likes to 
feel he has broad public support 
for his actions before he acts. 
Consensus, he calls it. He had it 
in 1965, a calmer time than this. 


In that first year after his 


e l e c t i o n 
Congress, 
over- 


whelmingly controlled by his 
Democrats, listened to him duti- 
fully and responded with the 
most 
productive 
legislature 


year in history. 


He isn't having the same 


sleighride now. In the meantime 
two things above all happened: 


The United States got up to its 


neck in Viet Nam, where fac- 
tional chaos sometimes makes 
American help look ludicrous, 
and the criticism of American 
involvement 
and 
Johnson's 


leadership t o o k on big dimen- 
sions. 
Johnson had a choice. 


He could have tackled his crit- 


ics head on—say with a de- 
tailed explanation to the nation 
on television—or 
let his 
top 


aides do the answering. 


He chose the second course 


which has been much less than 
fully effective. 


His own explanations have 


been 
in bits and 
pieces in 


speeches and news conferences, 
sandwiched 
in 
among other 


things, and his aides, trynig to 
state th° administration's case 
to Congress, got banged and 
interrupted by critics. 


Perhaps Johnson hoped as 


weeks and months passed the 
war would take such a happy 
turn that the critics, and the 
doubts and discontent set ablaze 
by them, would be rendered 
meaningless. Instead the war 
got worse. 


This failure of Johnson to han- 


dle his critics directly may turn 
out to be one of his greatest 
mistakes. Yet Johnson, like oth- 
er conscientious, hard-working 
men, is extremely sensitive to 
criticism. 


But Congress is also sensitive 


—about the voter—in an elec- 
tion year like this when all the 
House seats and one-third of 
those in the Senate are at stake. 


This explains in part why 


Johnson can't work the same 
magic with Congress in 1966 
that he did in 965. His requests 
are no longer being steam-roll- 
ered through and Congress is 
dumping advice on him from all 
directions.

This is a world wherein 


things are constantly chang- 
ing and often the changes 
sneak up on us so gradually 
that we are unaware of them.

belt, you will be shaken up

slight, if any. Try the same 
maneuver with a motorcycle 
and you will fly through the 
air with the greatest of ease 
and with a minimal chance of 
survival. 


Most youngsters who have 


passed their driving tests to 
operate the family car do not 
realize that there is very little 
similarity between the opera- 
tion of an automobile and a 
two-wheeled vehicle. It takes 
careful instruction and time 
to learn to operate a motor- 
cycle safely. 


According to the National 


Safety Council, most motor- 
cycle dealers do not give such 
instructions 
and m a n y of 


them don't even know the 
rules of safety. That means 
that your son will probably 
have to learn by trial and er- 
ror — a hazardous business 
at best. 


Astronaut M. Scott Carpen- 


ter learned the hard way that 
flying through 
outer space 


was safer than operating a 
two-wheeler, which is a basic- 
ally unstable contraption. A 
few states are making a be- 
ginning in furthering motor- 
cycle safety by requiring driv- 
ing tests for 
motorcyclists 


and vehicle inspections. 


Once your son has mastered 


the technique 
of driving a 


motorcycle he must not leap 
to the conclusion that he can 
safely take on a rider. A large 
percentage of the casualties 
in motorcycle accidents are 
passengers. Carrying a pas- 
senger alters the technique of 
turning, braking, accelerating 
and passing. 


The booklet, "Two-Wheeled 


Wisdom," published by the 
American Motorcycle Associ- 
ation 
should 
be 
carefully 


studied 
by 
all prospective 


motorcyclists. Adherence to 
its precepts would drastically 
cut the accident rate.
